Efficiency From Intensive 


Educational Campaign 


Tnereased efficiency on the farm 
is aimed at by Manitoba's wartime 
committee on agriculture through an 
intensive farm educational 
paign it is now launching. 

This campaign, to be conducted 
through every medium, press, radio 
und lectures, is designed specifically 
to assist agriculture to carry out its 


cam- 


national obligations in wartime and 
to help the farmer make the most 
efficient use of the farm resources 
in his own interest as well. By 


stimulating use of improved methods 
of production and marketing, it is 
also expected that the farmer will 
be placed in better position to with- 
stand the  re-adjustments — antici- 
pated in the post-war period. 

This committee, intended to 
the experience of the best agricul- 
tural men in Manitoba, is composed 
of representatives of the govern- 
ment of the Manitoba Federation of 
Agriculture (made up of a variety of 
farm organizations), of the Grain 
Exchange and similar bodies. 

The committee's program consists 
basically of the stimulation of ordi-

nary peacetime farm activities. 
instance, it wili work for intensified 
drought prevention, keeping feed on 
the farm, guarding against crop 
failures by diversification and other 
means, improved breeding of stock, 
reduction of wastage such as badly- 
balanced feeding and the feeding of 
poor animals, less over-cultivation 
with its consequent loss of moisture. 

To help the farmers replace in- 
efficient implements worn out during 
the 10 years of western agricultural 
depression, encouragement will be 
given to implement purchases 
through co-operative 
by which it is hoped the farm may 
obtain such machinery at cash prices 
instead of the usual two or three 
years instalment — price, commonly 
considered a headache by both sel- 
lers and buyers. It is hoped that 
prices of implement parts especially 
may be reduce in this way. 

Particular importance is 
on this implements angle, 
wartime means greater dependence 
on machinery as men are drawn from 
the farms.
